AND NEW MEXICO, TOO. 
Another Territory Wishes to Become a 
State. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—Mr. “Blount, of 
Georgia, chairman of the committee on post- 
ollices, asked that the committee be permitted 
to report upon the postofiice appropriation bill 
legislation, providing for the classification of 
clerks in first and second class postoflices. 

After a statement by Mr. Blount, that legis- 
lation was recommended by the president, and 
earnestly requested by the postmaster-general. 
Consent was given. 

The house then reported consideration of 
territorial bilis,and was addressed by Mr. 
Joseph, of New Mexico, who presented the 
claims of that territory for admission into the 
nnion, 

The discussion occupied the entire after- 
noon, but no vote was reached. 

Mr. Struble, of lowa, advocated the ad- 
mission of. Dakota as two states, and objected 
to the admission of New Mexico. His objec- 
tion to New Mexico was thata large propor- 
tion of the inhabitants of the territory were 
unable to speak or uncerstand the English 
language. No blame should be attached to 
them forthat; but he contended that until 
these people came up to the line of the Ameri- 
ean language and American Civilization, they 
were not entitled to statehood. ~ 

Mr. Voorhees, of Washington, voiced the 
demand of the people of that territory for the 
admission into the union, and expressed ex- 
treme regret and profound indignation, which 
he,in common with his constituents, felt at 
the apathy exhibited by congress to that de- 
mand in the past. 

Mr. Mansuer, of Missouri, spoke in support 
of the omnibus bill, and directed his argument 
especially to the advocacy of the admission of 
New Mexico. 

Mr. Harrisen, of Oregon, favored the speedy 
admission of these territories, which by the 


reason of their population and natural! re- 


sourees, were entitled to statehood. - 

Mr. Baker, of New York, thought the state 
of South Dakota should be immediately ad- 
mitted without being hampered by being 
coupled with other territories. 

Mr. Daboise, of Idaho, said that while the 
territory which he represented was not now 
asking for admission into the union, it did ask 
for an enabling act which would fix a definite 
time when it could assume the responsibility 
of statehood. 

Pending further debate, Mr. Springer moved 
an adjournment, pending which, on motion of 
Mr. Outwhaite, the bill was passed to consti- 
tute Columbus, Ohio, a port ef delivery.

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RAILROAD NEGLIGENCE 


OF THE INTERESTS OF THE MELON 
GROWERS AND FRUIT MEN. 


The South Georgia Melon Growers in Ses- 
sion in Abany, D’scussing Their Affairs— 


A Strong Protest. 


Awpany, Ga., January 16.—[Special.]—The 
South Georgia Fruit and Melon Growers ass0- 
ciation met at the courtheuse at 12:15 p.m. 
today. A fine locking body of men was in at- 
tendance, representing the growers throughout 
this section from Macon to Lowndes counties. 

The meeting was called to order by G. R. 
McRae, of Quitman, president. J.S. Davis, 
of Dougherty, was elected secretary pro tem, 
in the absense of A. P. Perham, secretary. 

THE REPORT OF THE RATE COMMITTEE, 

The president announced that the object of 
the meeting was to hear the report from the 
committee appointed at the convention in 
Thomasville. As chairman in the rate com- 
mittee, he had but little to say, as the reduced 
rates granted had been already published, viz: 
A reduction of twenty per centon all points 
south of the Ohio river. These points 
are covered by the Southern tailway 
and Steamship association, come nearer 
to our markets’ than the points 
further north. The state railroad commission 
had increased the tonnage from 2,000 to 2,400 
pounds, as published in circular No. 122. They 
also make a difference of three dollars, whether 
carried at owners’ or railways’ risk. <A saving 
was made any way upon shipments to points 
north of the Ohio river of from twelve to thir- 
teen dollars. 

A call was made for reports from other com- 
mittees; but owing to thé absence of the chair- 
man, no reports were forthcoming. 

J. R. Forrester, of Lee, asked ifit was ex- 

ected by the railroads that the freightsshould 
be prepaid. It was not definitely understood, 
but the chairman and the body appeared to 
think that prepaid or guaranteed freights were 
not expected. 

' TO HEAR FROM THE RAILROADS. 

Mr. J. L. Hand, of Pelham, after a few re- 
marks, asked to hear from the representatives 
of the railroads. 

The western roads had refused, as yet, to 
make any concessions. The southern roads 
claimed that the roads north of the 
Ohio wanted the lion’s share, while 
the southern roads wished eight mills. A re- 
duced rate means an increased crop. If the 
freights were less in the west, two or three 
times as many melons would be marketed 
there next season. He stated further that as 
a member of the transportation committee he 
had talked with many railroad authorities re- 
garding ventilated fruit cars. No information 
had been given by them, and no satisfaction 
rendered. This was a vital question, as he 
could ship in tight cars and make the business 
asuccess. It was asurprise to the convention 
to find that the railroads had not carried out 
their promises to furnish ventilated fruit cars. 
The members appeared much disheartened. 

R, W. Glading, general agent of the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago railroad, 
promised to make all concessions necessary, 
and to do all that they possibly could. He 
would correspond with the road and inform the 
convention members within fifteen days. At 
present he could give no information as to 
what his road would do. : 

A. P. Vason, of Lee, and J. W. Haygood, of 
Macon county,followed in short addresses, 

It was moved by J. Rt. Forrester that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to draw up strong 
resolutions touching the subject of ventilated 
cars. The committee appointed consisted of 
J. L. Hand, chairman; J. W. Haygood and 
A. P. Vason. 

Upon motion of Mr. Hand, J. R. Forrester 
was added to the committee. 

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

After a short retirement, the following reso- 
lutions were submitted by the commiitce: 

Whereas, our information is that the Central and 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroads of this 
state have failed to provide ventilated cars for the 
melon business, in accordance with the assurances 
given our transportation committee by building 
some oftheirown at the recent conferapee where 
asked, we are given to understand that the roads 
will depend on their westerN counectiou for venti- 
lated cars for the next season. 

Resolved, First, It is the sense of the South Geor- 
gia Fruit and Melon Growers’ association that 
this treatment is unjust, and we have reason 
to expect better from tbe corporations who 
are granted all their rights and privileges by the 
people, believing it is a sound legal proposition that 
it isthe duty of every railroad company chartered 
by the people to furnish sufficient transportation for 
the business offered along the lines, we deem it in- 
excusable indifference to our interests, on the part 
of the railroad companies, not to make provi,ions 
by providing cars for this business, whichis pecu- 
liarly theirown. Knowing so well from past ex- 
perience that the supply of yentilated cars to be ob- 
tained from western roads to be inadequate to move 
a melon crop as large as tle last year’s, we strongly 
recommend that tue acreave be reduced at least 25 
per cent, as this will represent ap 
Rempesgee the deficiency in the ventilated cars. 

is a deplorable fact that while the western 
roads furnish cars tor western shipmentssouth, they 
have also to provide cars for southern shipments 
west. Be it further 

Resolved, That ourtransportation committee be 
instructed to confer with the authorities of the 
Central and Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
way rystem, toascertainif thereis no remedy for 
the menace tothe success of the melon inaustry 
even at this late day, und make known the request 
of that conference promptly by publication in the 
newspapers in the melon belt. 

THE MELON ACREAGE. 

These resolutions were passed unanimously. 
It was moved by Mr. Forrester that a commit- 
tee of one be appointed at every shipping 
point to obtain statistics as to the acreage 
planted in melons this year at each point, to 
compare it with the acreage of last 
year, and to reportto the president of the 
association as soon as the crop is planted. The 
question of distribution was discussed. The 
merchants consider that this would adjust it- 
self. It was suggested that the committee on 
commission men do their duty in weeding out 
ihe curbstone brokers and the commission men 
with money who rob the planters. 

A bureau of information was suggested. 
The president promised to confer with the 
committee inorder to obtain areport at the 
next meeting. 

Mr. J. D. Davis gave. an interesting address, 
showing his experience as the representative 
ofthe melon growers in 1884. The growers 
will not co-operate, though they are reaping 
now the benefits of actions in the increased 
number of markets. 

The president said he would announce the 
acreage committee at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The convention adjourned at 2:30 p.m. 
to meet again in Albany at the call of the 

residentthe last of February or the first of 
May.

TRIED FOR HIS LIFE 


ON THE CHARGE OF MURDERING 
HIS STEP-DAUGHTER. 


An Augusta Colored Preacher Accused of 
Being the Instigator of a Cold-Blooded 
Assassination. 


AvousTa, Ga., January 16.—[Special.]— 
Richmond superior court is now engaged in 
the trial of a murdeg case in which all the 
parties are negroes, which embodies as many 
striking features and attracts as much popular 
interest as any case that has been heard here 
in years. The victim of the murder was 
Martha Harris, a young woman, who was shot 
at nightin the peace of her home by an un- 
known assassin. The defendant is 
Rey. Ed Harris, an ex-member 
of the Georgia legislatare from Warren 
county during carpet bag rule, and now a well- 
known colored minister, who has amassed 
property and is prosperous and influential 
among his people. The principal witness 
against him is a poor feeble-minded negro, 
who himself stands convicted of the killing. 
The circumstances of the murder were so 
brutal, the assassin so simple, and the alleged 
instigator so well-to-do and a minister, that it 
has attracted not only the widespread atten- 
tion of the negroes, but the white people as 
well. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

On first of October last, Martha Ann Harris, 
while eating her supper in the house of Dolly 
Brown, back of the colored cemesery on the 
Sand Hills, was killed by some unknown per- 
son, who pulled open a window and thrusting 
in a gun, shot her in the face. She died a few 
days later without regaining consciousness. 
The faets adduced at the coroner’s* inquest led 
to the arrest of Nathan Douglass on suspicion. 
When arrested he freely confessed the crime, 
but asserted that he kiled the woman atthe 
instance of Rev. Edmund Harris, by whom he 
was employed ona farm, and who promised 
him $5 to killher. Yesterday Nathan Doug- 
lass was convicted of the murder, and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life, the death 
penalty being withheld by the jury because of 
the evident imbecility of the murderer. 

THE TRIAL OF THE CASE. 

To-day the court has been occupied with 
the trial of Rev. Edmond Harris, who is 
charged with being the real criminal, who di- 
rected the murder which his simple minded 
employe carried out. Rev. Harris is the step- 
father of the murdered girl, and it charged 
is the father of her two children. She 
had left his house and gone to live elsewhere, 
and in his jealous rage~ at his desertion, 
coupled with frequent former disagreements 
and difficulties, the state finds the motive for 
his crime. All of to-day was consumed in 
taking testimony and another day will be 
taken up. Solicitor General Boykin Wright 
represents the state and Judge D. D. Twiggs 
and Mr. F. W. Capers represents Edmund 
Harris. 

THE PRINCIPAL WITNESS 

for the state is the imhecile, Nathan Douglas, 
who was convicted of the killing, and says that 
he was hired to do it by Edmund Harris. His 
mind wanders so that it is difficult to keep him 
on any continued train of thought, but the 
circumstances of the killing were related by 
him accurately, according to the testimony of 
other witnesses to it. 

On the cross-examination, however, he became- 
hopelessly lost, and agreed to every proposi- 
tion Judge Twiggs presented to him, it mat 
tered not how plainly absurd and impossible 
He swore to a horse being fifteen feet high 
and to his having seen it bits off the arm of a 
boy and the ear of a woman. He swore that 
Edmund Harris never had anything to do with 
the killing, anda that it was another who 
promised him the $5. The case is attracting 
great interest, and the court is crowded from 
morning until night.

Charged With the Robbery of the Tennille 
Safe. 

Macon, Ga., January 16.—[Special.]—De- 
tective Edgar Wilson returned this morning 
from Tennille, where he was in attendance on 
the trial of 'Felegraph Operator Abercrombie, 
charged with robbing the safe of the Wrights- 
ville and Tennille railroad of $3,100. Aber- 
crombie was bound over last night 
at 10 o’clock in the sum of $1,000. The detec- 
tives thinks there is nodoubt of Abercrombie’s 
conviction. When $320 were found on Aber- 
crombie’s person at the time of his arrest in 
Birmingham, he said his mother and brother 
at Vincent, Ala., gave him the money; but 
they made affidavit, in the presence of Detec- 
tive Wilson, that they didnot give him the 
mouey. 


TORNADOES AND CYCLONES. 


An Expert of the Signal Service Explains 
Iiow TlLey Are Formed. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—-Lieutenant John 
P. Finley, of the United States signal service, 
who is the tornado expert of the establishment 
and has published a dozen books on the sub- 
ject, gave an explanation to a correspondent 
of the tornadoes which swept over Pittsburg, 
Reading and Brooklyn last week. 

‘*They were tornadoes,”’ said the lieutenant, 
“and itis amistake to call them cyclones. 
Cyclones are storms of avery different kind 
and belong to the West Indies. The tornado 
is a funnel-shaped column of disturbed air, 
generally about forty or fifty yardsin diame- 
ter, Which whirls round and round upon an 
axis almost perpendicular and sweeps across 
the country at the rate possibly of a thousand 
miles an hour. ts destructive power is ter- 
rific. It forms inthe upper aira few miles 
overhead and works down to the earth. Its 
track is generally not more than about twenty- 
five miles until it disappears into the upper 
air, whence it came. 

“The tornadoes which struck Pittsburg, 
Reading and Brooklyn were entirely separate 
and distinct. These tornadoes are local, and 
only incidents of @ general storm. The gen- 
eral storm last Wednesday began in eastern 
New Mexico, moved directly eastward to 
southern Arkansas, thence directly northeast-- 
ward to Michigan and northern Canada. The 
diameter of the general storm was about five 
hundred miles. The center of ths general 
storm was between Chicago and Grand Haven, 
Mich. . 
the general storm center and you will findthat 
in the southeastern quadrant of that circle 
tornadoes will form and will move towards 
some point in the northeastern quadrant. 

“At8 o’clock Wednesday morning there 
were southerly winds and very high tempera- 
ture along the south Atlantic coast. In Flor- 
ida the temperature was Over 70 degrees, while 
in Pennsylvaniait was below 30. The iso- 
thermic line forthat day bulges upward at 
Chicago and drops violently ownward 
through Pennsylvania and northern Virginia. 
The hot air south of the isothermic line was 
struggling to get northward, andthe cold air 
north of the line was struggling to get south. 
It was this struggle that caused the tornado. 
The cold gir ultimately prevailed. Thatis to 
say, on the ground level the cold air crushed 
the warm air out. The warm air wus simply 
driven from the earth to an upper stratum. 

‘‘Normally the airis much warmer on the 
earth’s surface than itis skyward, but on the 
day of the tornado if you got into a balloon at 
Pittsburg and ascended a mile or two you would 
have struck warmer air as you went up. The 
line where the warm and cold air came into 
closest contact was the line where the tornado 
formed.”’

Wasninoton, January 16.—Among the cor- 
respondence concerning affairs in Samoa, re- 
ferred to in Presidint Cleveland’s message 
transmitted to congress yesterday, and which 
was presented to the senate today, is the fol- 
lowing letter of instructions to Admiral Kim- 
berly from Secretary Whitney, contained ina 
cablegram, dated January 11, 1889:

The instructions given to officials 
of this government at Samoa have never devi- 
ated from those made public, and which were 
well known to Germany and Great Britain, to 
maintain neutrality in Samoan affairs and con- 
fine their action to good officers in the mainte- 
nance of peace and order in those regions. and 
securimg protection for American citizens and 
their interests.’’

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THE HAYTIEN REPUBLIC SEIZORE. 


Correspondence Between Secretary Bayard 
and Minister Preston. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—The president 
today sent to congress the correspondence in 
regard to the seizure of the steamer Haytien 
Republic. at Port-au-Prince. 

Ina communication to Minister Preston, 
under date of November 28th, 1888, Secretary 
Bayard givesa full statementof the case of 
the steamer, as viewed by the United States. 
The secretary says: 

_ Upon examination of thé record and proceedings 
in the case the department is led to the conclusion 
that the reizure and detention of the vessel and the 
imprisonment of her officers have from the begin- 
ning been irregular and wrongful; that she should, 
vithout delay, be restored to-her American owners 

ber olicers released from ali detention; and 

dequate compensation should be made to 

them and to the ow ners of the vessel forthe loss 
and injuries they have suffered by reason of the 
procecdings in question. Itis unnecessary to dis- 
cuss the charge of attcmpting to ran the blockade, 
upon which allegation, it is understood, that the 
seizure of the vessel wasorigineliy made. Whether 
any valid blockade did or did not exis', itis ¢! 
that the Haytien Republic had and could have ha 
no notice of it. 

The fact that the ‘‘Haytien Republic’ cou 
easily have eluded the Haytien war vessel 
Dessalines, of St. Mark, had her mastcr any 
knowledge of wrong doing on his part, is 
touched upon and the treaty between the 
United States and Hayti is quoted to show, in 
the language of the secretary, that ‘it is man- 
ifest that, so far as the proceedings against the 
‘“Haytien Republic’ rest upon the charge of 
attempting to run the blockade, they were in 
clear violation of the express terms of thie 
treaty, and wholly improperand inadmissable. 
The legality of the tribunal which examined 
the charges against the ‘‘Haytien Kepublic”’ is 
denied, and its proceedings condemned as 
being entirely indefensible. The secretary 
Says it 1s unjust and unreasonable that mer- 
chant vessels of the United States should be 
victims of such lawless proceedings. 
Local supremacy in Hayti shifts from week to 
week and from hand to hand, so rapidly and 
unexpectedly that it would be wholly uan- 
reasonable and impossible to subject the mer- 
chantmen and citizens of other countries 
who tind themselves so surrounded by factions 
contending violently for mastery, to extreme 
penalties because of their alleged favor to 
either side, or because of their necessary and 
enforced acquiescence in the demands of fac- 
tions locally and temporarily in power. The 
rights of persons and property of American 
citizens engaged in business in Hayti can not 
be permitted to become the foot ball of con- 
testing factions and their evanescent author- 
ity, and the protecting arm of the United 
States will be interposal for their security. By 
this it is not intended to include cases of delib- 
erate intermeddling in local conflicts, but 
merely to rescue our citizens who may be 
caught in eddies of local sanguinary events. 
In conclusion, the secretary savs: 

In view, therefore, of what L have herein fully 
laid before you, I desire to express, under direction 
of the president, his confident expectation that 
without delay the steamer Haytien Republic will 
be released by the @uinorities at Port-au-Prince and 
returned to the custody of her officers and crew, 
and that investigation may be at once commenced 
to ascertain the injnrics inflicted upon -the owners 
of the vessel, and also upon the captain, oflicers 
and crew in course of this illegaland most regret- 
table interfereuce with their rights.

During the recent parliamentary candi- 
dacy of a native of India, Lord Salisbury, 
the British premier, spoke of the candidate 
as ‘‘a black man.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone very promptly made gthe 
point that Lord Salisbury had insulted the 
entire people of India by applying to them 
aterm ofreproach. The premier’s explana- 
tion will be of interest to students of the 
race problem on this side of the water. He 
gaid that he did not use the term “black 
man’ contemptuously—he merely meant to 
remind his hearers that the candidate was 
of a different race, so widely separated from 
the English that it was marked by his com- 
plexion. He went on to say: 

My own impression is that such candidatures are 
§ncongruous and unwise. The British house of 
commons, with its traditions and understandings, 
having grown up fitted to the’ people, and grown 
out of their daiiy life, is a machine too peculiar and 
too delicate to be managed by any but those who 
have been born within these isles 


In plain English this means that because 
the government of England has always been 
@ white man’s government her people are 
mot willing to admit the black-skinned races 
toashareinit, The emphasis laid by Lord 
Salisbury upon the candidate’s race and 
complexion shows that these were the main 
objections to the man, and not the acci- 
dental fact of birth in a distant land. 

When the English take such strong 
grounds against admitting black men toa 
share in their government, is it strange that 
the descendants of Englishmen in the south- 
ern states should object to the complete 
domination of the black race in certain 
localities where it is possible under a repub- 
lican administration? It is the fashion 
among northern people, these days, to fol- 
low English ideas and customs—will they 
adopt Lord Salisbury’s view of the race 
question ? as

Governor Bullock’s Remedy. 

In a recent issue of the New York Press 
Governor Bullock elaborates his plan for 
settling the controversy as to the suppres- 
sion of the negro vote. Briefly stated his 
remedy is that in congressional districts 
where there is only one candidate and not 
a full vote the election shall be declared null 
and void until a proper proportion of the 
known vote is cast. In other words, Gov- 
ernor Bullock suggests that no member of 
congress shall be entitled to a seat who is 
not the choice of a full vote in his district. 

This, it seems to us, is a rouudabout way 
of getting at the matter. Why not an- 
mounce that no member of congress shall be 
seated who is not elected over an opponent 
by a majority of those entitled to vote? 
This would be an easy way to get rid of 
southern democratic representatives in the 
house, for the republicans could, at no ex- 
pense whatever, prevent nominations by 
their party in the south, and also instruct 
their voters to remain away from the polls. 
Nothing would be easier; and, although 
the democrats might continue to elect their 
candidates, they would grow tired of it after 
a@ while, seeing that congress would refuse 
to seat their representatives-elect. 

Governor Bullock’s remedy is one that 
would certainly suppress democratic repre- 
sentation. The only reasonable remedy 
from a _ republican point of view is to do 
away with the various congressional dis- 
tricts. The duties of the army would be 
complex, but a little complexity more or 
less would do no harm. In the first place, 
the army would have to compe! the repub- 
lican party to organize and make nomina- 
tions, and then, after the nominations were 
made, it would have to get behind the re- 
publican voters with its bayonets and com- 
pel them to go to the polls. 

This done, the remedy would be com- 
plete.

Setiling the Routhers Question. 
Not very long ago a number of distin- 
ished citizens and business men of Bir- 

mingham journeyed to Indianapolis to have 
a confidential confab with General Harrison 
in regard to the ‘‘southern question.’’ The 
visit of these gentlemen was not intended to 
settle this question, which has been dis- 
cussed in the newspapers with various 
degrees of ignorance, but, nevertheless, it 
has had that effect.

And yet, there is stillan issue somewhere 
fn this section, for only the other day a 
large party of hilarious Virginia republicans 
armed with beer bottles and arguments, 
went careering out to Indianapolis and had 
a conglomerate interview with General 
Harrison and Lije. These Virginia repub- 
licans carried a trunkfull of papers and 
petitions going to show that the only orig- 
inal and genuine southern question is em- 
bodied in the desire of Mahone for acabinet 
place. They assured the president-elect 
that Mahone’s desire to be a member of the 
cabinet had broken outin bumps all over 
the republican party of the south, and that 


unless he received the appointment, the: 


southern question would still remain a 
vexatious problem on the hands of the 
administration. 

It appears, therefore, that the great 
gouthern question, of which we hear so 
much, is embodied in the claim that the 
republicans are entitled to the offices and in 
the demand that Mahone be given an im- 
portant office.

The Ohio State Election. 

The state of Ohio seems to be the most 
fertile political field inthe union. As quick 
as it is through with the excitement of one 
election it plunges headforemost into an- 
other, and now that it has laid aside the 
trials of the presidential contest it finds it- 
self on the threshold of another campaign 
which involves the election of a legislature, 
a United States senator and a governor. 

This election takes place next fall and 
the state is already warming uptoit. The 
democrats have always managed to give the 
republicans in Ohio more trouble in off years 
than at any other time, and they have de- 
veloped their most effective strength im- 
mediately after the state has gone heavily 
republican in its vote for president. ‘This 
being an off year, it remains to be seen what 
sort of strength the democracy can muster 
after the overwhelming defeat which the 
party has sustained in the national election. 

Two prominent democrats are mentioned 
in connection with the nomination for the 
governorship—Hon. James E. Campbell 
and Congressman Outhwaite. Both are 
members of the prescnt congress, Mr. 
Campbell being what is commonly known 
as an earnest Randall democrat, and Mr. 
Outhwaite belonging to the Mills element of 
the party. Mr, Campbell believes in pro- 
tection and voted against free wool, but 
voted for the Mills bill under party pres- 
sure, though believing it to be an impolitic 
measure. He was a soldier of fine record in 
the unien army, and has achieved great 
popularity with the soldier yote on account 
of his liberal attitude on the pension ques- 
tion. Mr. Outhwaite has made an admira- 
ble political record, and is a public man of 
clean reputation. 

Congressman Ben Butterworth, of Cin- 
cinnati, is mentioned as the probable repub- 
lican nominee, and, being a brilliant 
speaker and a man of great personal popu- 
larity and of high ability, he will, if nomi- 
nated, prove a hard wan for the democracy 
to down. 

Now is the time for the democrats of 
Ohio to unite on one broad platform and 
organize for victory. Therepublicansinthe 
state senate have gotten into a threatening 
wrangle, and the republican leaders in the 
state are divided by factional agitation, and, 
if the democrais will keep cool, act with 
deliberation, and, above all, present a har- 
monious front, they may be in a position to 
work wonders in Ohio during the next 
election. 

Let them make a fairtrial to redeem the 
state; they may have cause to be astonished 
at their success.

Abolish the Internal Revenue, 

The legislature of North Carolina, which is 
democratic by an overwhelming majority,has 
passed resolutions denouncing the present 
tariff system as being unjust and oppressive, 
and also demanding the immediate abolition 
of the internal revenue laws, These reso- 
lutions urge a reduction of the tariff, but 
eall upon the North Carolina delegation in 
congress to make it thelr first endeavor to 
have the odious and obnoxious revenue 
laws repealed, and after that to devote their 
attention to the tariff, as genuine tariff 
reform cannot be brought about on a proper 
basis until the internal revenue laws are 
wiped from the statutes. 

The North Carolina legislature has done 
just what the Georgia legislature did four 
consecutive times, and whatit ought to do 
again. The revenue laws are not only op- 
pressive and iniquitous, but they are un- 
democratic. They should have been re- 
pealed long ago—just as soon as the re- 
quirements for which they were enacted 
were complied with. 

Imagine the democratic party of the day 
of Jackson—or, indeed, at any time during 
its existenceas a party before the late war— 
sustaining sucha system of undemocratic 
taxation, unless by direst necessity to meet 
the demands of unusual expenses. And yet 
so-called leaders of the democratic party of 
today rally to the support of these laws, as 
oppressive as they are, as if they were the 
corner stone on which the party rests. 

By the working of these laws the people 
of Georgia, as wellas of North Carolina 
and other southern states, have been op- 
pressed and abused as no other people have 
ever been during a period of national peace. 
They have been robbed, and if they pro- 
tested they were murdered. The annals of 
crime in Georgia are black with the infa- 
mies of internal revenue outrages, and the 
whole state has in indignant protest de- 
manded four times the repeal of the obnox- 
ious and undemocratic laws which have 
sanctioned robbery and defended murder. 

Congressmen Candler and Cariton, of the 
Georgia delegation, have put themselves on 
record against these laws. If the sentiment 
of the people of the seventh district was 
expressed through Congressman Clements 
he would untangle himself from the equivo- 
cal position into which he has gotten con- 
cerning these laws,

Pennsylvania will likewise vote this year 
on the same question, though the day has 
not yet been fixed for the election.

The discussion of the question has excited 
the liveliest interest in both states, and we 
may expect to hear of the liveliest contests 
ever fought in these states. Both sides are 
already organizing for the campains, which 
will soon be under full headway. News- 
papers In both states are aligning themselves, 
and political leaders of both parties are 
drifting to the columns of one or the other 
side of the prohibition question. As arule, 
party lines are being broken and the ques- 
tion will be voted for on its own merits. 
The two great parties will studiously avoid 
committing themselves, and the rank and 
file of either will be at liberty to vote as 
they please.

STUDYING THE FIELD. 


CHAIRMAN DICKEY, OF THE PROHT- 
BITION PARTY, IN ATLANTA. 


Mr. Dickey is Not Speechmaking, But is Simp y om 
a Tour of Investigation to Secure Info mation 
on Which the National Proehibitidn Party Will, 
Base Its Future Operations in the Campaign 0 
1892—There was Too Much Water for the Prohie 
bitionists Last Night, aud the Advertised Meot+ 
ing Was Not Held. . 

‘Sam’! Dickey, Albion, Mich.” i 

Tirat was the modest way in which a distin- 
guished visitor registered at the Kimball 
yesterday. 

‘Room No. 215,” said the obliging clerk, 
and inthat room was found the chairman of 
the nationaiexecutive committee of the na- 
tional prohibition party. 

Mr. Dickey is a talland well built gentle- 
man, with the air of a man of birth and breed- 
ing about him that is unmistakable. 

He bas red chin whiskers and a bright blue 
eve, with a size-you-up kind of look about it 
that suggests the well trained politician. 

When Mr. Dickey arrived ovuail:40 train 
yesterday morning, he was met by a number 
of gentlemen of the prohibition party, who 
had prepared to receive him, and he was 
scarcely domiciled in his comfortable quarters. 
before he was surrounded by a number of 
callers. 

Miss Missouri Stokes was just in advance of 
the representative of THe ConstiruTiIon, but 
the gentleman was at dinner at the time, and 
she did not get to see him. 

‘‘f am here,’’ said Mr. Dickey, “simply on & 
tour of investigation. Wewant to get more 
accurate information in regard co the south, 
and the only way to secure it was to come and 
see for myself.”’ 

‘*Are you looking after pclitical matters en- 
tirely ?”’ 

‘‘No, not exclusively. The national execu- 
tive committee is just now pushing educational 
matters all along the line, and has established 
a large fund for the dissemination of 
prohibition literature, and for keeping speak- 
ers in the field, and we are going to work sys- 
tematically to educate the people up to our 
aims and intentions.’’ 

'*How do you find the outlook in the south ?”’ 

‘Well, I find difficulties in the way of our 
cause here that are notin existence at the 
north. ‘The political situation is considerably 
more complicated here than with us. Chief 
among the difficulties stands the race question. 
I find many democrats here of strong prohibi- 
tion tendencies who are reluctant to enter the 
ranks, because, in so doing, they are afraid of 
wrecking their party. ‘The issue being drawn 
on the race question keeps them in the ranks 
of their party, and the question cf prolibition 
is made a secondary issue.’’ 


‘Do you find much prohibition sentiment in 


Atlanta?” 

“Oh, yes; I find a great deal of prohibition 
sentiment here, but, for the reason just stated, 
a great many zealous advocates and earnest 
sympathizers are kept from acting with the 
prohibition |party.”’ 

‘What do you think of the ontlook ?”’ 

“It is very promising. It looks to me that 
there will be athorough reorganization of the 
political parties at no distant day, and we are 
going to see to it that the prohibition cause is 
kept well to the front. ‘The party is growingin 
strength and numbers, north and south, and 
we are hopeful gf accomplishing a great deal 
in the next campaign.”’ 

‘*You have gone to work already, then 

‘We have never left off work. We have 
regular prohibition headquarters established 
and a competent office corps, and the day after 
the election we began the campaign of 15892. 
Unlike the demo rats, we don’t know when we 
are Whipped. We are going bravely ahead, 
while they seem d sheartened somewhat.” 

‘Will you make much of a stay here ’”’ 

‘No, Lam only on a tlying trip, and my obe 
ject is to secure information as to what is best 
to pe done-in the future. I shall visit the 
principal cities on my tour, and shall makea 
close study of all the questions bearing any 
relation to our causé and our work.” 

‘‘Tlave you stopped eisewhere in the south ?” 

“T was at Greensboro, 8S. C., last night, and 
spoke before a large audience. Iam not on 2 
speech making tour, but they had arranged 
forme to deliver an address prior to my arri- 
val, and I found people from fifteen or twenty 
counties there to hearme. There seems to be 
a strong current in our fayor in that section, 
and the people were very anxious to hear me 
speak and were very attentive listeners to the 
address. I did not come where with 
the intention of delivering an  ad- 
dress, but I find they have arranged 
for me to speak at the courthouse; and I have 
consented. My addresses are not somnuch on 
prohibition in genera! as on the necessity of a 
prohibition party to back up the cause.”’ 

“Are you getting pretty well organized 
throughout the union?” 

‘sess nearly every state has its state organ 
ization and state headquarters. I shall urge 
the necessity of the people holding state con- 
ferences and establishing county committees, 
and thus organize the states more perfectly so 
as to meet every issue and consolidate our 
forces for the next campaign.” 

“If you fail to elect a president you of course 
try to elect your men for other offices?” 

Yes} we go on winning a congressman hera 
and there, a state, district or county, just as 
any other party would, and piece by piece add 
to our strength all over the country, We feel 
that our principles are solid and that the sen- 
timent among the people is growing stronger 
every day. And as the full meaning and pur- 
nose of our party becomes more thoroughly 
understood and the people better enlightened 
as to our principles and what we are endeavor- 
ing to accomplish, they will give us a fuller 
measure of sympathy and heartier support.

In any view of the case it is certainly fair to 
assume that the Young Men’s Library associa- 
tion should have a membership of at least one 
thousand, or just one-seventy-fifth of the popu- 
lation. 

But it secms that only about one hundred 
and fiftieth part of the people are connected 
with this refining and ennobling enterprise. 

The membership fee is a trifle—two dollars 
for six months. 

There is no dearth of good books. The 
shelves are full of them. 

Wouldn't it be a good idea toinvestigate the 


, cause of this small membership—or remove it? 


After having been closed about two months 
on account of the fire, the library was reg- 
ularly reopened yesterday. 

The building isanuch improved, and the sky- 
lights over the main hall are just the thing to 


s fill a long felt want. 


Despite the beastly weather there was a fair 
demand for books yesterday. Since the reop- 
ening about forty-two books, allstandard, have 
been called for. 

Among the first books taken out were 
Haine’s Historv of England for Dr. KR. VD. 
Spalding—a solid work for a solid man; 
Dickens’s Bleak House, taken out by the 
daughter of Mr. John 8S. Earnest, and the 
History of France by an appreciative gentle- 
man. 

Tie most popular bock at present is General 
Lew Wallace’s Ben Hur, and next in public 
favor come the novels of E. P. Roe, followed 
by George Eliott, Lbuiwer, Dickens, whose 
works are about equal in popularity. 

There is a steady demand for Green’s His- 
torv of England, Gibbon’s Rome, Abbott's 
Histories for Loys and Dickens’s Child’s 
History of England. Prescott’s Conquest of 
Mexico is much read. 

There are more calls for Sidney Lanier than 
any other poet, and of late there has been a 
big demand for the poems of James Whitcomb 
Riley. 

Mark Twain still has the call among humor- 
ists—with ‘“My Opinions on Betsy Babbett,’’ 
by Marietta Halley as a good second—and a 
number of people still desire to read the 
sketches, lectures and travels of Artemus 
Ward, 

Among dramatists, Shakspeare is_ the favor- 
ite—but the demand for plays i’ rather 
pmall, 

The reference . alcove is a great resort. 
Every day people drop up to look into the 
encyclopedias. 

There are no dime novels—but the -separate 
alcove full of good reading for boys igs very 
popular with the young people. | 

There has been so much talk about Robert 
Elsmere that seores of people want to read the 
book. It will be in Monday, with a large 
nuinber of new books which will be ready for 
distribution on that day. 

Fifty dollars’ worth of new books are bought 
every mouth by the chairman of the library 
commitiee, Mr. Aleck King.

Something About the Law Requiring Regis- 
tration With the Ordinary. 

Here is a matter of special interest to the 
special taxpayers in this state and to business 
men.generally. 

The tax act passed at the last session of the 
general assembly requires that all men en- 
gaged in the following businesses shall register 
the same with the ordinaries of the various 
counties, and at the same time pay their 
special taxes to the tax collectors, and this 
must be done before they commence business: 

Daguerrean artists, ambrotype artists, photo- 
graphic artists and others doing business on 
the am lino: aucitoneers; keepers 
of illiar pool or bagatelle or 
other tables, for hire; keepers. of 
Stands for flying horses; keepers of ten pin 
alleys or alleys of like character; traveling 
vendors of patent medicines, special nostruins, 
etc.; emigrant agents, vendors in boats, steain- 
ers, etc.; itinerant lightning rod dealers; 
liquor dealers; dealers in pistols, pistol cart- 
ridges, dirks, bowie knives; dealersin futures; 
vendors of stoves, ranges, clocks, and agents 
for the sale or hire of billiard tables. 

If such persons fail to register with the ordi- 
Maries in the counties in which they propose to 
do business, and at thesame time pay their tax- 
es to the tax collectors, they will be prosecuted 
under the tax law for misdemeanor.
